THE OTTAWA CRISIS, 


Mr. Wm. Dizon, Chief Emigration Agent 
of the Dominion in Great Britain, is just de- 
ceased in London. 


All the preliminaries necessary to secure 
the erection in Toronto of ad opera house 
suited to the growing needs and\ cultivated 
tastes of its citizens are settled. The matter 
is in the hands of persons who bave given 
guarantee of their interest in it by subgcrib- 
ing stock in it to the amount of $405000. 
Lt is the intention of the promoters, however, 
to increase the stock to $50,000. A large 
lot on Adelaide,'a short distance west of 
Yonge street, bas been secured for the site. 


On the second day of the debate on ibe re- 
ply to the Governor-General's speech, at the 
opening of Parliawent, Sir Francis Hincks, 
one of the British Columbia representatives, 
the member for Vancouver, who had moved 
the adjournment of the debate on the pre- 
vious night, rose-to address the House in re- 
ply to the strictures made upon bim by Mr. 
Muntington, He had been charged with 
haviog descended from bis high position as 
Governor of one of ber Majesty’s colonies to 
take a seat in the Dominion Cabinet, and it 
was said also by ths member for Shefford 
that he had been seduced from the Liberal 
ranks on seeing the Pacific Railway contract 
looming up in the distence. With. regard to 
those charges, he only said that hé counted 
it as ne disgrace to be one of the Queen's 
servants in Canada. He queted the cases of 
Lord Monck and Lord Lisgar, both of whom, 
after ruling the Dominion, had thought it no 
disgrace to take positions of lesser rank in 
the service of her Majesty. The present 
Govgppor General would probably retura to 
bing in the British Privy Council when 
he fetired from his present exalted position, 
and if he did so, surely n0 man in England 
would dare to say that he had committed an 
unworthy act. As tothe stat ment that be 
had been seduced from the Liberal ranks by 
the view of the Pacific contract, he only said 
that he was still a Liberal, as he bad always 
been, and that when he entered the present 
Goveroment the Pacific Railway had hardly 
been dreamt uf. Sir Francis then briefly re- 
ferred to the scandalous means adopted by 
the Opposition to secure a conviction upon 
the charges now be/ore the country; as for 
instance the infamous rumor that the Premier 
had committed suicide, which seemed to 
have originated with Mr. Huntington. That 
hon. gentleman made charges against the 
Ministry on the strength of stolen documents 
and eavesdroppings, and then attempted to 
snatch a verdict from the people without al- 
lowing the accused an opportunity of clear- 
iag themselves. The members of the Gov- 
ernment were ready to go into the witness 
box at any moment, but their prosecutors 
had first refused to accept the only available 
means of obtaining the evidence under oath, 
and then absented themselves when that 
means had been provided in: another way. 
Sir Francis voucluded his address, which 
was enthusiastically received, by declaring 
that no houorable man could condemn the 
Government in the face of the sworn evidence 
now in the possession of tLe country. 

Mr, James McDonald, of Pictou, who fol- 
lowed, began by referring to the eminent 


‘| services which Sir Joho Macdonald had ren- 


dered to the country during the last quarter 
of @ century, and expressing his belief that 
the people of Canada would never consent to 
see bim politically extinguished and person- 
ally dishonored by a rabid and ferocious 
faction, The persecution which the Premier 
had undergone during the past year was of 
unparralleled relentlessness. The Opposition 
had based their case upon the evidence of a 
perjarer, Confessedly they were the inter- 
cepters and receivers of stolen letters. They 
say that as Sir Joho received a sum of money 
from Sir Hugh, and, as Sir Hugh was made 
oue of the directors of the Pacific Company, 
ergo the contract was sold was neither logic 
nor common sense. After a most learned, 
eloquent and critical review of the evidence. 
Mr. McDonald concluded by moving a reso- 
lation in substitution for the amendment, to 
the effect that while the outlay of money by 
both parties was to be regretted, yet the 
House continues to have confidence in his 
Excellency’s advisers. At the conclusion of 
bia speech, which lasted nearly four hours, 
Mr. McDonald was loudly cheered.

A JOINT CONTRACT BETWEEN NEW ZEALAND 
AND NEW SOUTH WALES—A BR ITISH 
LINE TO BE PUT ON IN JANUARY, 

The despatch poblished below bring 
as information that the British Govern- 
ment and British capitel bave determin- 
ed to pat on a line of steamers between 
this port, New Zealand end New Svuth 
Wales. Through the acts of: the last 
Congress in refasing to aid Mr. Webb's 
line of steamers, an American line was 
driven from the waters of tbe South Pa- 
cific. Since then we have British
